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Tu IS Work is the firft which lays before the 
Reader a complete feries of Englifh Medals down to 
the Revolution. Mr. Evelyn, in his Numismata, 
publifhed many Englifh Medals, and about the middle 
of this century Mr. Perry engraved fome plates of 
them; but Mr. Snelling’s plates greatly exceeded all 
former attempts in this way. 

The Publifhers of the prefent Work have improved 
upon Mr. Snelling’s plan, in fupplying his deficiencies, 
and giving a defcription with the plates. Their ex- 
pence has been confiderable, and the fruit of it is now 
fubmitted to the Public. 

Mr. Snelling’s Colletion, though meritorious, was 
fo incomplete, that more than a third of the plates 
now appear for the firft time, and in thofe fome of the 
moft rare and curious Medals are contained. 
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ih 
If we except the Medals of the Popes, this Collec- 


tion may boaft of being the firft genuine and complete 


one of its kind. Notwithftanding the eminence of 
France in books of fcience muft be acknowledged, 
yet that country has as yet only the fabulous and 
imaginary Works of De Bie and Typotius, and a few 
detached plates by Le Clerc. Germany, Spain, and 


the other countries of Europe*, have no Colle€tion of © 


this kind, though all muft allow that its importance 
to the hiftory and arts of a country ought to render it 
a national object every where. 

The Publifhers beg leave to acknowledge, idtila 
gratitude, the liberality of that eminent Medallift 
Dr. Comse in favour of this Work. To his capital 
Colleftion of Prints and Drawings of Englifh Medals 
they are entirely indebted for many of the curious 
articles here publifhed. To him they alfo owe feveral 
explanations ; in the defcription. 


.* The Medallic Hiftory of the United Provinces begins at fo late a period, 
that it hardly deferves to form an exception, 
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As there are no cotemporary Medals of Englifh Sovereigns till 
the reign of Henry VIII., this Plate, and the next, contain thofe 
done by the celebrated Daffier,. from William. the Conqueror. to 
the above reign.. Daflier was a native:of Geneva, who came. to: 


England about the year 1740, after having acquired great repu-_

On the 23d day of May, 1480, Pierre d’ Aubuffon being Grand 

Mafter, the Pacha Mifach Palzologus, a Chriftian renegado, laid 
fiege to Rhodes, with a fleet of 160 veffels, and a land army of 
100,000 men. ‘This fiege, one of the moft memorable, was 
pufhed, and fuftained, with all the valour and art imaginable. 
The fortifications were quite difmantled by the Turkifh artillery : 
and the knights defended themfelves on the ruins of the ram- 
parts; many being flain, and the Grand Mafter receiving five 
wounds. In fpite of all thefe advantages, the Turks were put to 
flight, and forced to reimbark on the 19th of Auguft, leaving 
9,000 dead, and carrying off 15,000 wounded. Such was the 
iffue of this famous fiege, which lafted 89 days. If I miftake 
not, there is a particular narrative of this fiege, written and pub- 
lifhed foon after, in which it is likely that the actions of Kendal 
may occur. 
-- This medal, which is evidently done in Italy at the time, as 
the reader may perceive by comparing its fabric with the eatly 
Italian medals, in the Mufeum Mazzuchellianum, is caft, not 
ftruck.

William Herbert Earl of Pembroke, fon of Sir Richard Her- 
bert’ of Ewyar, was Squiré of the Body’ to King Henry VIII.
